CAL FIRE would provide funding to the Mid-Klamath Watershed Council to conduct fuel reduction treatments, including hand 

cut/ hand pile, mechanical thinning & piling, and invasive plant removal, as well as Cultural and prescribed burns, which include 

understory burn prep, pile & and understory burning on USFS lands. These treatments will reduce wildfire risks to local resources 

and community members, promote native plant and wildlife species, and improve forest resiliency.
